1 . Claims 6-10 and 22 are pending. 

Applicants' amendment and Sequence Listing filed January 31, 2008 are acknowledged. 
Applicants' response has been fully considered. Claims 6, 7 and 10 have been amended.

Withdrawn Claim Objections

QUAYLE ACTION

This application contains amino acid and nucleotide sequences that are encompassed by 

the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and 
(a)(2). An electronic submission of the Sequence Listing was made on January 31, 2008, 
however, errors are found in the Raw Sequence Listing (see attached Sequence Listing Error 
Report). Applicant must comply with the requirements of the sequence rules (37 CFR 1 .821 - 
1.825). 
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While the specification (e.g., the amino acid sequences in Table 9 at page 83 of the 
specification filed 8/28/06) and the claims cite the statine (abbreviated as Sta) in the inhibitors of 
(3-secretase (e.g., R J -Val-Met-Sta-Val-Ala-Glu-Phe, SEQ ID NO:94), it is noted that statine in 
the Sequence Listing is treated as a linking molecule (e.g., SEQ ID NO:94 is Val Met Val Ala 
Glu Phe, where Met at position 2 and Val at position 3 are linked via statine molecule). 
Considering the structure of statine, (NH 2 )CH(i-Bu)-CH(OH)-CH 2 -COOH, it is an unusual 
amino acid, thus the sequence of SEQ ID NO: 94 should be indicated as Val-Met-Xaa-Val-Ala- 
Glu-Phe, and Xaa is statine in the Sequence Listing. Please correct all the sequences containing 
statine, cyclohexylmethylstaine or phenylstatine accordingly.

Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
